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ready for 
bid call

The city is almost ready to go to bid for 
construction of the first new City Hall in 
Lompoc history. 
City Council will be asked tomorrow 
night to approve a change in the 
architect’s contract and to authorize 
advertising for bids as soon as plans for 
the project are completed. 
The Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration is expected this week to 
send written notification awarding a 
$1.36 million Public Works grant to pay 
for more than half of the estimated $2.25 
million Civic Center. 
Because terms of the federal grant 
require construction to begin within 90 
days of written notification, council 
should award a contract sometime in 
December. 
The change in the architect’s contract 
sets an adjusted ceiling San Francisco- 
based architect Bob Wong could be paid 
for designing and supervising construc­ 
tion of the Civic Center. Under initial 
plans, Wong would have received 8.5 per 
cent of $1.2 million estimated construc­ 
tion costs, or $102,000. The amended fee 
would be 8.5 per cent of construction and 
landscaping costs now estimated at 
$1,862,701. This would pay Wong a max­ 
imum fee of $158,330, still below the 
$170,000 the city estimated for architec­ 
tural fees in project financing approved 
in early August. 
Under the proposed amendment. Wong 
would be paid no more than the $158,330. 
but could receive less if construction and 
landscaping expenses fell below $1.86 
million. 
At its Aug. 2 meeting, council ap­ 
proved the remainder of the City Hall 
project—$890,000—to be funded from the 
Civic Center fund. $240,000; the Electric 
Fund. $150,000; the Wastewater Fund, 
$150,000; Water and Refuse Funds, 
$75,000 each and the General Fund, 


$200,000. 
The project — expected to take 14 
months to build — already is behind 
schedule and early predictions of com­ 
pletion by late 1#TB have been pushed 
back to early 1979. The building should be 
almost 27,000 square feet, close to three 
times larger than the present 10,000- 
square-foot City Hall. 
City Council will hold its regular 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday in the 
School Administrative Board Room, 1301 
North A St. Also on an unusually light 
agenda is:

Negotiators 
near on arms 
agreement 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UP1) — 
American, Soviet and British arms 
negotiators believe they are finally close 
to ending a 20-year deadlock on the bann­ 
ing of aU nuclear tests. 
This optimism on all sides comes at 
the opening today of formal negotiations 
on a comprehensive nuclear test ban 
treaty. 
The talks are expected to last three to 
four weeks and “produce proposals” to 
submit to the larger 31-nation Geneva 
Disarmament Conference, U.S. officials 
said. 
“The chances appear better than ever 
before.” a British expert said 
“ The remaining obstacles are 
resolvable,” echoed a Soviet official. 
The forthcoming formal negotiations 
grew out of an exploratory session in 
July where all sides agreed that, depite 
problems, there seemed to be enough 
common ground for a solution. 
Such sentiments are new. Ever since 
comprehensive test ban negotiations 
began in 1968. they have bogged down 
over the question of verifying respect for 
an agreement. 
By 1963 the negotiator* reached a com­ 
promise — a partial test ban treaty, still 
in force today, which prohibits all but un­ 
derground nuclear tests. 
China and France refused to adhere to 
the pact, however, and while France just 
recently moved its testing underground, 
China continues to conduct atmospheric 
tests, with fallout often reaching as far 
as New York

ALGIERS, Algeria (UPI) - Japanese 
Red Army terrorists aboard a hijacked 
Japan Air Lines DC-8 jetliner released 
their hostages today and agreed to leave 
the plane themselves, the Algerian Press 
Service announced. 
The release was announced two hours 
after the plane had landed in Algiers on a 
flight from Damascus, Syria, with 19 
remaining hostages on the sixth day of a 
marathon hijack that began last Wednes­ 
day over India. 
Immediately on landing in Algiers the 
airliner was surrounded by police and 
newsmen were ordered out of the the air­ 
port. 
“The hostages of the DC-8 have been 
released,” The Algerian Press service 
said. 
APS followed its announcement of the 
release with an urgent dispatch that ap­ 
parently had been written before. It said, 
"The members of the Red Army com­ 
mando, authors of the hijacking of the 
DC-8 of the JAL company, have agreed 
to liberate the hostages and to evacuate 
the plane according to the terms of 
negotiations with Algerian authorities.” 
APS did not specify whether the 
hijackers had agreed to surrender to 
police or whether they would be given 
political asylum or would be free to 
leave Algeria. 
But the 6,000-mile saga now in its sixth 
day appeared to be nearing its end. 
(In Tokyo, the Japanese foreign 
ministry said Algerian authorities took 
the five Red Army hijackers and the six 
terrorist comrades whose release from 
prison they had obtained to an undiclosed 
location.) 
The Algerian government said it 
allowed the plane to land at the express 
request of the Japanese government and 
for humanitarian reasons. 
The jetliner 
flew in from Damascus. Syria, where the 
hijackers freed 10 other hostages, in­ 
cluding two Americans and eight 
Japanese 
The plane landed in midaftemoon at 
Algiers’s Dar el Beida airport.

Directors of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District have signed 
on the dotted line for a subscription of 
2,550 acre feet of state project water 
bringing to 32.450 a.f., the amount 
currently sought by all the county’s 
purveyors. 
District directors, on the motion of 
Virgil Phelps, voted 5-0 Friday for the 
subscription as spelled out in a three- 
page resolution. The total subscription 
of 2.500 a.f. consisted of 2,000 a.f. for 
Improvement District 1, and 550 a f. for 
Buellton Community Services District. 
There was no provision in the subscrip­ 
tion for the Sotvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District, (SMID) because SMID 
directors had declined to indicate a need 
for supplemental water. 
The intransigence of SMID angered 
the Santa Ynez River directors 
District secretary Boyd Bettencourt 
expressed his concerns this way: “When 
I see the municipalities up and down the 
county signing commitments and stick­ 
ing their necks out and then I see this ac­ 
tion by SMID, my attitude is, ‘Well, the 
hell with SMID ” 


In the end. the directors instructed 
their staff to invite directors of SMID to 
a joint session to discuss the issues. Dur­ 
ing the discussion that preceded this con­ 
clusion, the directors noted that SMID 
gets some of its water from Improve­ 
ment District 1 and some from its own 
wells. At the same time, the water dis­ 
trict directors noted that SMID might be 


placed in the embarrassing position of 
needing as much as 2,000 a.f. of sup­ 
plemental water and no where to get it. 
The water district’s subscription for 
2,550 a.f. came in the midst of these 
developments: 
— District legal counsel, Stanley C. 
Hatch said he had sent letters to all 
county purveyors arguing for the use of 
the word, “subscription” instead of 
“commitment.” 
Hatch argued that 
some districts could subscribe to the 
state water without the Public Utilities 
Commission okay that would be neces­ 
sary for the more binding “ com­ 
mitment.” 
— District engineering consultant 
Thomas M. Stetson told the directors 
that he had received letters from Park 
Water Co., and from Mission Hills Water 
Co., expressing an interest in 500 a.f. and 
100 a.f of state water, respectively, but 
not the firm resolutions that he had 
sought from the two entities. 
— The district resolution 
stipulates 
that payment for the supplemental water 
is to begin when water becomes 
available, probably in 1986, and that the 
county must assume any financial 
obligations up until that time. 
— The directors also indicated that a 
districtwide tax may be necessary to 


help defray the cost of the water, 
because there are indications that the 
county as a whole will not pick up the tab 
for more than a contingency amount of 
the state water. 


— Hatch stirred considerable interest 
among his directors for a suggestion that 
the purveyors that have filed commit­ 
ments or subscriptions for the state 
water, may want to form a “contractors' 
association,” to administer the program. 
Hatch said the association could help 
work out payment plans for the tem­ 
porary transfer of entitlement from one 
purveyor to another as the need arose. 


Charles Law ranee, engineer-manager 
of the County Water Agency, today said 
the suggestion had merit and that the 
state developed a similar organization a 
few years ago to serve a variety of pur­ 
poses Law ranee said that it would take 
some leadership from somewhere to 
organize such an entity in Santa Barbara 
County. 


— Lawrance today said the subscrip­ 
tion by the SYWRCD, helped make the 
state water project a viable program in 
the county Purveyors have indicated an 
interest in about 59 per cent of the coun­ 
ty’s ultimate entitlement of 57,700 a.f. 


Aboard were at least five Japanese 
Red Army terrorists, the six con­ 
federates whose release from prison 
they forced during the hijacking and 
their last 19 hostages — 13 passengers 
and six crew members. 
Also aboard was $6 million in U.S. $100 
bills the hijackers had demanded in ran­ 
som from the Japanese government. 
There had been 1% persons aboard 
when the hijacking began last Wednes­ 
day after a Bombay stopover on a Paris- 
Tokyo flight. 
The hijackers first forced the flight to 
land at Dacca, Bangladesh. 
The Americans released in Damascus 
were identified by Syrian authorities as 
William D. McLean and Eric Weiss 
Another American man, identified only 
as T. Phelan, was reported still aboard. 


Before takeoff from Damascus, one of 
the hijackers told Syrian and Japanese 
negotiators he rejected calls to free the 
remaining hostages “due to personal 
safety and security reasons,” an official 
source said 
He said the hijacker said an additional 
reason for continuing to hold some of the 
hostages was to “secure our safe flight 
through Israeli air space.” 
The five heavily armed terrorists 
released eight Japanese and two 
American hostages at about 1:30 a.m. 
EDT, two hours after landing in the 


Syrian capital on a 700-mile flight from 
Kuwait. 
In Dacca the hijackers traded 115 
hostages for six imprisoned comrades 
and $6 million in U.S. $100 bills. 
Meanwhile, another Japan Air Lines 
jet, flew into Dacca today and picked up 
114 freed passengers and crewmembers. 
The airline said 17 persons will be drop­ 
ped off at Bangkok and the remaining 97 
will continue their journey to Tokyo. 
Supervisors 
rescind pay 
hike action 


The Board of Supervisors voted 3-2 late 
this morning to rescind their action of 
last week in approving a 32 per cent pay 
boost for themselves along with substan­ 
tial increases to various other county 
elective officials and management 
employes. 
Strongly opposing the increase today 
before the board was the County Tax Ac­ 
tion Association and a number of in­ 
dividuals, including former supervisor 
George Clyde. The increases would have 
amounted to about $150,000 per year. 
The salary ordinance was approved on 
first reading last week and was up for 
adoption today and would have been ef­ 
fective in December. The 3-2 vote today 
against the increases came on Super­ 
visor Robert Kahlman’s motion to res­ 
cind the previous action. Voting for the 
Kahlman motion were Supervisors 
William Wallace and Robert Hedlund. 
Opposing it were Board Chairman 
Harrell Fletcher and Supervisor David 
Yager. Wallace had voted to the increase 
last week. Hedlund had abstained and 
Kahlman had opposed it. 
Indira Gandhi 
arrested on 
abuse charge 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - Former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi was 
arrested today under the Prevention of 
Corruption act on charges of abusing her 
position during her unsuccesfuul election 
campaign. 
A group of policemen led by high police 
officials went to her house and presented 
a warrant for her arrest, signed by a 
magistrate. 
Mrs. Gandhi was likely to be taken to a 
magistrate where she was expected to be 
released on bail, a police officer said. 
The warrant under which she was 
arrested said she used her position as 
prime minister to secure jeeps for the 
campaign earlier this year for herself 
and her party in the last general elec­ 
tions, which she lost. 
Mrs. Gandhi said in a statement her 
arrest was a "political one” and in­ 
tended to “discredit me in their (the 
people’s) eyes and the eyes of the 
world,” witnesses said. 
Witnesses among the large crowd that 
had assembled in front of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
house said she asked the police officials 
to take her away in handcuffs but a 
police officer explained this was not cus­ 
tomary.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court, in a downpour of orders starting 
its new term, agreed today to take up a 
potpourri of cases involving everything 
from child sterilization to lawyer 
solicitation and sex-segregated pension 
plans. 
The justices rejected appeals involving 
such sensitive minority issues as the fir­ 
ing of a homosexual teacher, racial 
quotas ordered for Chicago police 
promotions, and the Kiwanis Club’s 
policy of excluding women from 
membership. 
In a piece of good news for civil rights 
groups, however, they let stand a con­ 
troversial desegregation plan for 
Wilmington, Del., that requires the 
merger of school districts encompassing 
almost two-thirds of the state’s students. 
The court rejected Richard Nixon’s ap­ 
peal of a judge's ruling that his White 
House tapes may be screened for 
evidence in a civil damage suit involving 
anti-war demonstrators arrested at the 
Capitol in 1971. 
But it appeared to put to an end 
government efforts to prosecute Frank 
DeMarco Jr., the lawyer who prepared 
Nixon’s 1966 tax return, on charges of 
conspiring to defraud the United States. 
The court agreed to hear arguments 
later this term on a ruling that shook up 
the communications industry by requir­ 
ing newspapers to give up ownership of 


broadcast stations operating in the same 
market. 
At stake are 60 newspaper-television 
station cross-ownerships and many more 
combinations involving radio stations. 
The justices also agreed to decide 
whether a judge who approved a 
mother’s request to have her 15-year-old 
girl sterilized can be sued for damages 
by the daughter. The 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled in an Indiana case 
that the answer is yes 
In addition, the justices offered to rule 
this winter or next spring whether an 
employer may require women workers, 
who have a longer average life span than 
men, to make larger pension fund con­ 
tributions. 
They also accepted for review cases 
involving: 
—A judge’s ruling that police armed 
with a warrant acted unlawfully when 
they searched offices of the Stanford 
Daily in 1971 for photos of demon­ 
strators. 
—Whether authorities must obtain a 
warrant before re-entering a fire- 
damaged building to gather evidence of 
arson. 
—Whether the organized bar may 
penalize a lawyer who recommends his 
own services to a prospective client. 
—Challenges to a Maryland law which 
bars oil companies from operating their 
own retail service stations and requires 


them to sell gasoline to dealers at a un­ 
iform price. 
-W hether The Minnesota Pension 
Act, designed to protect workers when a 
plant is closed or a private pension plan 
is terminated, clashes with federal law. 
The court upheld Tennessee’s college 
student aid program, which goes to ap­ 
plicants attending both secular and 
church-related institutions. 
The court already has accepted the 
highly publicized Allan Bakke “reverse 
discrimination” case and will hear argu­ 
ments on it next week. 
But today it turned down a new chance 
to rule on the constitutionality of racial 
quotas or “numerical targets” in affir­ 
mative action programs, letting stand a 
judge’s order that thi Chicago police 
department give blacks and Hispanics 40 
per cent of future promotions to the rank 
of sergeant. 
It also turned down an appeal by St. 
Louis firemen who wanted the court to 
clarify its position on when promotional 
examinations for public employes may 
be found raciaUy discriminatory. 
It declined once again to examine the 
question of whether states and cities 
may authorize police to use “deadly 
force” to halt fleeing felony suspects. 
And sidestepped as expected the appeal 
of Tacoma, Wash., teacher James 
Gaylord, who was fired after he dis­ 
closed he was a homosexual. 


Disposing of a number of death row ap­ 
peals, the court rejected a challenge to 
Arkansas’ capital punishment law which 
had been attacked on grounds it does not 
provide for mandatory review by a 
higher court. 
Also denied was the appeal of Erwin 
Charles Simants whose case provoked a 
major free press ruling in 1976. He was 
convicted of the murder of six members 
of the Kellie family in rural Sutherland. 
The justices rejected capital punish­ 
ment appeals from Georgia and Florida, 
where the laws were found last term to 
pass constitutional muster. 
In other actions the court: 
—Let stand an Oregon court ruling that 
the city of Eugene does not have to 
remove a huge, cement cross from a 
municipal park where it has been the 
subject of a 13-year-old dispute. 
—Denied a hearing to some students 
who were denied permission to hold Bi­ 
ble study sessions during the lunch 
period at a California high school. 
—Let stand a decision striking down 
sportscasting limits and other restric­ 
tions placed on cable television systems 
by the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission. 
—Rejected challenges to the FCC 
program under which telephone 
customers can freely use their own in­ 
struments and attachments instead of 
those provided by the phone company.

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Mixed reaction to 
Mideast statement 


U NIT ED NATIONS (U P I) - 
The joint statement on the Mid­ 
dle E a s t issued over the 
weekend by the United States 
and the Soviet Union has 
provoked bitter criticism from 
Israel and a chorus of praise 
from the Arabs. 
Arab diplom ats said the 
statement brings the two sides 
a step closer to peace talks in 
Geneva, which both Moscow 
and Washington hope can start 
in December. 
"Some obstacles remain but 
definite progress is being made. 
We are very close." said one 
Arab diplomat, who met with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
at the United Nations during 
the weekend. 
‘‘We are more hopeful than 
ever before that a Geneva con­ 
ference w ill take place this 
year." said another. 
On the face of it. the joint 
statement 
outlining 
Soviet- 
American hopes for Geneva 
only served to provoke a new 
crisis in American-Israeli rela­ 
tions and underscore the intran­ 
sigence of the Arab and Israeli 
positions on the main issue 
blocking a resumption of the 


talks: the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 
“Our reaction? We reject it 
with both hands. The two 
powers are exhibiting real signs 
of forcing an imposed solution 
on us and we won't accept an 
imposed solution," Israeli F i­ 
nance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
said. 
What provoked Israeli ire 
most of all were two words that 
crop up whenever the Arabs 
talk about peace — a reference 
in the three page statement to 
the Palestinians’ "legitim ate 
rights.” 
Until now. the United States 
has spoken in terms of Palesti­ 
nian "interests” rather than 
“ le g itim a te 
r ig h t s ." 
a 
d ip lo m a tic 
code 
p h rase 
generally understood to refer to 
the Palestinians’ right to an in­ 
dependent state on the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank of Jordan. 
Am erican o fficials m ain­ 
tained that American endorse­ 
ment of the code phrase in no 
way signaled a change in the 
U S position towards the PLO 
or Israel's refusal to negotiate 
with an organization, which in 
the past has called for its 


destruction. 
T h a t 
p o s itio n , 
th e y 
reiterated, was that the PLO 
must accept U.N. Resolution 
242 recognizing Israel's right to 
exist before it can enter the 
peace-making process. 
The officials also stressed the 
statement left open the thorny 
question of how the Palestini­ 
ans should be represented at 
peace talks or indeed, if the 
PLO as such should represent 
them. 
Israel “ went quite a distan­ 
ce” toward meeting the Am eri­ 
can position "Bu t we w ill take 
part in no Geneva talks in which 
the PLO takes part,” Ehrlich 
said. 
At the United Nations. 
Secretary General Kurt Wald­ 
heim said it may lead to a 
"breakthrough.” 
Whether it does or not w ill de­ 
pend in part on Vance’s continu­ 
ing talks with Middle Eastern 
diplomats at the United Na­ 
tions. Arab diplomats queried 
over the weekend made it clear 
their optimisim was based not 
only on the joint statement but 
also on the "continuing progres­ 
s’’ of those talks. 
Administration unveils 
plan to control chemicals 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
administration today unveiled 
the government’s first compre­ 
hensive plan to regulate cancer- 
causing chemicals in industry 
and prevent cancer among 
American workers 
Occupational 
Safety 
and 
Health Administration officials 
predicted the proposed blue­ 
print for controlling carcino­ 
gens in the work place will have 
more impact on industry than 
anything else the controversial 
agency has done in its 6-year 
history. 
The plan probably cannot be 
implemented for at least a 
vear. following hearings and 
revisions Industry was expect­ 
ed to delay it even longer by 
fighting it in court. 
The proposal marks the first 
time OSHA has developed a un­ 
iform system for regulating a 
whole class of worker-hazards 
instead of simply setting ex­ 
posure lim its one-by-one for 
specific substances. 
The agency now has stand­ 
ards for only 17 of an estim ated 
2.000 suspected cancer-causing 
chemicals 
The new proposal outlines 


what evidence the government 
will use to classify cancer- 
causing chemicals and deter­ 
mine perm issible exposure 
levels. It also sets forth three 
model rules that OSHA can is­ 
sue by simply "filling in the 
blanks” with the name of a car­ 
cinogen. 
"The sad fact is that over 
1.000 Americans die every day 
from cancer — 370.000 a year.” 
said OSHA chief Eula Bingham 
"Leading cancer researchers 
have attributed over 60 per cent 
of these cancer cases to en­ 
vironmental factors. I believe 
the time has come to imple- 
m ent 
a 
c o m p re h e n s iv e 
program to prevent cancer in 
the work place." 
Labor Secretary Ray M ar­ 
shall concurred with the idea of 
standardizing the regulations of 
whole classes of work hazards 
— an approach OSHA also in­ 
tends to use for pesticides and 
skin hazards. 
"F o r too long OSHA has had 
to deal with each chemical 
hazard on a substance-by- 
substance b asis." 
M arshall 
said. 
Any chemical could be clas- 


sified as ‘‘confirm ed ca r­ 
cinogen" under this plan, on the 
basis of either animal or human 
data Officials estimate there 
are nearly 100 chemicals that 
could be classified as con­ 
firmed carcinogens as soon as 
the plan is finalized. 


Filibuster 
could go on 
in Senate 


Court refuses to reverse 
order on Nixon's tapes 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
overturn an order that Richard 
Nixon’s White House tapes be 
screened for evidence in a civil 
damage suit filed on behalf of 
1.200 illegally arrested "M ay 
Day” demonstrators 
The justices rejected Nixon's 
argum ent that presidential 
privilege bars the tapes from 
being used in civil suits. 
They let stand an appeals 
court ruling that tapes from 
April 16 to May 16, 1971, be 
screened for evidence in a suit 
against former Attorney Gener­ 
al John Mitchell. It charges 
Mitchell took part in a top-level 
conspiracy to violate the rights 
of anti-war demonstrators here 
by illegal mass arrests in 1971. 
After the tapes are reviewed, 
most likely by a government 
archivist. District Judge W il­ 
liam Bryan t may exam ine 
transcripts of relevant conver­ 
sations in his chambers and 
Nixon's law yers may once 
again object to their admission. 
Lawyers who sued on behalf 
of "M ay Day” demonstrators 
said it is "highly likely” the 
tapes include discussions be­ 
tween Nixon and Mitchell about 
the week long protests in which 
more than 7.000 persons were 
picked up by police. 
Justice Department papers 


confirm M itchell, now in jail 
for his role in the Watergate 
coverup. attended three of a 
series of meetings at which top- 
level adm inistration figures 
prepared for the protests. 


Other participants included 
Nixon aide John Ehrlichm an 
and Assistant Attorneys Gener­ 
al Robert Mardian and W illiam 
Rehnquist 
Rehnquist. now a 
justice, did not participate in 
consideration of this case. 


Bryant originally ordered 
relevant tapes produced for the 
protesters' 
lawyers, but the 
U S Court of Appeals, in a 2-1 
ruling, modified his order to af­ 
ford Nixon more protection. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate’s 
original 
tim etable 
called for adjournment for the 
year by the end of this week. 
Now there is no assurance that 
it even w ill be able to end the 
natural gas filibuster by then. 


The overheated question of 
whether gas prices should con­ 
tinue under federal regulation 
entered its third week today, 
and other priority legislation — 
including other sections of the 
energy program — was still 
awaiting action. 


" I think they w ill have had a 
bellyful of it (the filibuster),” 
by about Tuesday, a hopeful 
Senate M ajority Leader Robert 
Byrd told reporters, as the 
Senate plowed through its se­ 
cond fruitless Saturday in two 
weeks. 
Final resolution of the mul­ 
ti-billion-dollar issue of gas 
prices lies in an inevitable 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee.

Frost and freeze warnings 
were posted for Minnesota and 
Wisconsin and northern por­ 
tions of Illinois, Iowa and South 
Dakota as temperatures dipped 
into the 30s and upper 20s. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said a "gigantic high pres­ 
sure system” was dominating 
most of the nation’s m id­ 
section. clearing the skies and 
cooling the landscape. 
The first frost warning for the 
Chicago area usually comes in 
late October, the NWS said. But 
pre-dawn temperatures were 
predicted in the mid-30s. The 
earliest recorded frost warning 
for the city was on Sept. 25, 
1942 
The cool a ir spreading 
southward was also expected to 
displace the 80 and 90 degree 
readings with highs in the 60s. 
Little rainfall accompanied 
the passage of the cooler air, 
although light thunderstorms 
lingered over coastal sections 
of Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Georgia.

New tax policy considered

Homeowners making less than 
$30.000 a year would benefit 
from a new tax policy being 
considered in a House commit­ 
tee. 
The proposal, announced Sun­ 
day, would add more than $300 
to the income tax bill of a 
homeowner who earns $30.000 
to $50,000 a year, but benefit 
homeowners with lesser in­ 
comes. 
It would replace tax deduc­ 
tions for mortgage interest and 
property taxes with a 20 per 


cent tax credit intended to en 
courage more home ownership 
by inner city residents. 
Under the plan, a homeowner 
would still figure his mortgage 
interest and property taxes, but 
instead of using them as a tax 
deduction, he would take 20 per 
cent of what he paid in interest 
and taxes and subtract that 
from his federal tax bill. 
A report on the proposal was 
released by Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., chairman of the House 
Banking. Finance and Urban 
Affairs Committee, who said 


present tax policy favors sub­ 
urban development at the ex­ 
pense of central cities, although 
it was not designed that way. 
The report said various ex­ 
isting tax provisions, including 
mortgage interest and property 
tax deductions and real estate 
tax shelters, had favored new 
suburban construction 
over 
rehabilitation of inner cities. 
Replacing interest and prop­ 
erty tax deductions with a 20 
per cent credit would provide 
the Treasury with the same 
revenues, but reduce taxes by 
Steel industry receives break 


an average of $215 for home 
owners with incomes of $10,000 
to $15,000. 
Those with incomes of $20,000 
to $30,000 a year would have 
their income tax reduced by an 
average of $19, the report said. 
Homeowners in the $30,000 to 
$40,000 bracket would get a tax 
increase averaging $324. 


Rep. Richard Kelly, R-Fla., 
ranking GOP member of the 
subcommittee, 
opposed the 
proposed change and said it 
would "impose serious hard­ 
ships’’ on m any fam ilie s 
“ w ithout p red ictab ly im ­ 
proving” the chances of the 
urban poor to buy homes. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - In a 
potential major victory for the 
nation’s steel industry, the 
Treasury Departm ent today 
tentatively determined that 
five Japanese steel companies 
are selling carbon steel plate in 
the United States at a substan­ 
tial loss. 
As a result, the Treasury 
Department announced that the 
five com panies would be 
required to post bonds to cover 
"dumping duties” amounting to 
32 per cent of the imports. 
Japanese firm s sold $174 
million worth of carbon steel 
plate in the United States last 
year. 
The Japanese companies in­ 
volved in the tentative decision 
are five of the six firms in­ 
volved in a U S Steel Corp. 
complaint filed Sept. 20. 
Am erican steel producers 
have been seeking curbs on 
foreign imports for years. 
Pressure for such curbs has 


been increased in recent 
months because domestic pro­ 
duction and profitability have 
lagged and imports have sur­ 
ged. 
Robert Mundheim, the Treas­ 
ury Department’s general coun­ 
sel, told a news conference the 
department would make a final 
determ ination on the case 
within 90 days. 
If the final decision confirms 
that the Japanese steel is being 
sold here at "less than fair 
value.” the case would be 
referred to the International 
Trade Commission for a ruling 
on whether the domestic steel 
industry had been “ injured ” 
That will also take up to 90 
days. 
In the meantime, the five 
Japanese firms will be required 
to post the bonds. 
The Treasury investigation 
was initiated on a complaint 
filed by the Oregon Steel M ills 
Division of Gilmore Steel Corp. 


The five Japanese firms in­ 
volved are Nippon Steel Corp., 
Nippon Kokan K.K., Sumitomo 
M e ta l 
in d u s trie s , 
Ltd , 
Kawasaki Steel Corp. and Kobe 
Steel. Ltd. 
These companies. Treasury 
said, accounted for more than 
70 per cent of recent carbon 
steel plate imports from Japan. 
A Treasury statement said its 
investigation "found that Japa­ 
nese producers have been 
marketing steel plate in the 
United States at prices below 
the cost of production.” 
The average m argins of 
dumping, which determine the 
estim ated dumping duties, 
amounted to 32 per cent, 
Treasury said. 
The Gilmore complaint was a 
forerunner to the U.S. Steel 
Corp. com plaint filed last 
month. 
Since mid-year, the steel in­ 
dustry has laid off about 18,000 
workers

Americans perished and 300.000 were 
seriously injured in nearly three million 
fires And in Canada there were nearly 
900 deaths caused by approximately 
79 000 fires. 
A large percentage of those who died 
were children, elderly persons and in­ 
valids who had been left alone for just a 
few minutes “ 
The chief causes of fires, in order of 
the toll taken were 
L Smoking 
2 Electrical wiring 
3 Heating and cooking equipment 
4 Children playing with matches 
5 Open flames and sparks 
6 Flammable liquids 
7 Suspected arson 
8 Chimneys and flues 
9. Lighting 
Spontaneous ignition 
The total loss due to fire last year was 
an estim ated 13.001,000,000 in the U S A 
and $254 million m Canada, 
Now for some tips that could save your 
life: 
—Be sure your cigarette is out. 
Matches, too And never leave matches 
and lighters within the reach of children 
—Don t run cords under rugs or over 
radiators where they may get damaged 
And replace a cord if it is frayed 
—Never leave sm all children alone in 
the house Not even for a few minutes 
— Have your wiring and electrical in­ 
stallations done by a professional 
^ 
—Store oily rags and paints in a cool 
place in tightly sealed metal containers 
—Never use flammable liquids for 
drycleanmg indoors. 
—Never smoke in bed 
—Have a fire drill in your home to be 
sure everyone knows what to do in case 
of fire. Designate a specific meeting 


place outside, so you will all know who s 
outside of the house. 
Remember Fire extinguishers put out 
97 percent of all fires on which they were 
used, and most large fires start as small 
fires So. invest in a compact, easy-to- 
use fire extinguisher and keep it handy in 
your kitchen, or be a sport and buy one 
for your cottage car, boat and the back 
bedroom. 


More recently, some excellent fire- 
d e te c tio n s y s te m s h a v e b eco m e 
available to homeowners Ask your local 
fire marshal about them 
NOW. in case of fire: 
If you suspect fire, feel the top of the 
door If it's hot don’t open it. Escape 
through the window But first alert the 
rest of the household 
If you can’t open the window, break it 
with a chair Cover the rough edges with 
a blanket, sit on the window ledge with 
one leg hanging outside and one inside, 
and wait for help 
The phone number of your fire depart­ 
ment should be taped on every telephone 
If it isn’t don’t fumble around trying to 
find it. G et out and call from a 
neighbor s house 
If you live in an apartment building, 
use the stairway. Don’t take a chance on 
the elevator If it fails, you’re trapped 
Once out. stay out. No treasure—not 
even the family pet—is worth risking a 
human life

Candaele's toe boosts Lompoc to 3-0

If Mike Warren ever finds coaching to 
be too strenuous, he could always 
become a fortuneteller. 
“I'll tell ya.” Warren said, “Last week 
when we were working on field goals and 
extra points I asked Casey if he’d kick a 
few. 
“He got up there and WHACK, the first 
one went through then WHACK the se­ 
cond one went through and I said if we 
need him in a tight spot we’ll use him." 
The “Casey” Warren was referring to 
is junior quarterback Casey Candaele. 


And it was Candaele’s 23-yard field 
goal with 0:01 left that gave thè Braves a 
24-21 win over the Santa Barbara Dons, 
Friday at Huyck Stadium. 


“ He’s such a remarkable athlete and a 
super person but it’s hard to single out 
just one guy in this game because it was 
a team effort.” Warren emphasized 
“I hadn’t kicked very much before 
tonight,” (Friday). Candaele said as he 
stripped off his uniform 


“ I think the last time I did any kicking 
was in eighth grade.” But that wasn’t all 
the diminuitive quarterback-defensive 
back-placekicker did. 


In 48 minutes of football. Candaele 
threw a 35-yard touchdown pass to David 
Aragon, kicked an extra point, in­ 
tercepted two passes and completed 9-22 
passes for 142 yards. 


After that performance the school 
board should at least think about chang­ 
ing the name of the school. 
Though it turned out to be his night, 
Candaele almost gave the Dons the game 
when his first pass was intercepted by 
Charles Bolden and returned to the Lom­ 
poc 18. 
Seven plays later Dons’ quarterback 
Craig Moropoulos found tight end 
James Beautrow in the end zone for a 
three-yard TD pass. 
The first quarter was played pretty 
even with the Dons holding a 7-0 lead. 


The first play of the second quarter, 
however, changed the complexion of the 
game completely. 
Candaele stunned the Dons and a full 
house by lofting a pass toward the wide 
open Aragon. 


Aragon leaped for the ball, caught it on 
the three and bounced into the end zone 
untouched. 
“It was a great catch, what else can 
you say?” Warren said. 


“We had a mix-up in our coverage.” 
sa id D o n s’ H ead C oach M ike 
Moropoulos. 
“he (Aragon) shouldn’t 
have been that open. It was a fantastic 
catch. 
“I was surprised they (Lompoc) threw 
that much We geared our defense to the 
run. but their passing game took us by 
surprise,” Moropoulos admitted. 


Midway through the second quarter. 
Lompoc got the ball on their own 24 and 
began a m ethodical m arch to a 
touchdown 
Key plays in the drive were a fourth- 
and-two situation on the Dons’ 43 and a 4- 
and-10 at the 24 
Mike Walker converted the first situa­ 
tion with a yard to spare while Candaele 
and tight end Tom Heter hooked up for 
19 yards to the Santa Barbara five 
Pat Fridrich covered the last five 
yards, while Candaele hit Heter for the 
two-point conversion. 
The Braves went into the locker room 
with a 14-7 lead with a new-found weapon 
— the pass. 


As the second half opened. Santa Bar­ 
bara began to show some life. 
On the ground as well as through the 
air, the Dons began to pick the Braves 
apart. 


“We were surprised they ran well up 
the middle, but when you tell the kids all 
they do is pass, it’s tough on them,” 
Warren said. 
The Dons moved from their own 29 to 
the Lompoc 21 where they were stymied 
on a fourth-and-11 situation. 


Lompoc went on another time- 
consuming drive and made it to the 
Santa Barbara 10. but something went 
wrong. 
Candaele took the ball in from the 10 


but a clipping penalty nullified the score 
The Braves tried to get the score back 
in two plays, but Bob Lee intercepted a 
Candaele pass in the end zone, letting the 
Dons off the hook. 
Santa Barbara took the ball the length 
of the field and tied the score with 11:18 
left in the game. 
Lompoc took the ensuing kick-off on 
their own 30 and everybody figured it 
was time for another long march. 
Everyone, that is, except Pat Fridrich. 


Fridrich. who had been held in check 
most of the night, took a pitch from Can­ 
daele. zigged when he should have zigged 
and zagged when he should have zagged, 
for a 70-yard touchdown run. The play 
took all of 12 seconds. 
Now it was Santa Barbara’s turn to go 
for the equalizer. 


The Dons went 90 yards on 12 plays 
with Mike Renga going over from the 
five with 7:47 left in the game. The PAT 
was good and this time a long drive was 
in order. 
But the Braves never got the drive off 
the ground. 


The first play after the kick-off 
resulted in a fumble at the Lompoc 37.

Hunt caught 
napping but 
wins GP 


WATKINS GLEN, N Y. (UPI) - 
James Hunt was nearly caught “asleep” 
at the wheel before completing a rare 
double in the United States’ Grand Prix 
auto classic. 
Hunt, the 1976 world champion, edged 
Mario Andretti by three seconds to 
become the first driver to win the 
American Prix two years running since 
his British countryman, the late Jim 
Clark, accomplished the feat in 1966- 67. 
Hunt was humming along in his 
McLaren, leading Andretti of Nazareth, 
Pa , by 17 seconds with two laps to go 
when the lopsided race turned into a siz- 
zler with 6V4 miles remaining. 
On the 58th lap, Andretti cut Hunt’s 
lead to six seconds and then held the 
throttle to the floor on his Lotus to halve 
that margin at the end of 199-mile race. 
“I didn’t know you were going to catch 
me like that,” Hunt shouted to Andretti 
from victory lane. “You bloody well 
caught me asleep.” 
Almost unnoticed in the frenzy of the 
close finish was the fact Niki Lauda of 
Austria had won his second Formula One 
championship in three years 
Lauda 
needed one point, or a sixth-place, to 
clinch the title, but placed his Ferrari 
fourth, good for three points and a total 
of 72 for the year with Grand Prix races 
remaining in Canada and Japan. 
Jody Scheckter of South Africa placed 
third in his Wolf, while Clay Regazzoni of 
Switzerland was fifth in an Ensign and 
Carlos Reutemann of Argentina was six­ 
th. 
Hunt said he had trouble with his 
radiator and the temperature gauge was 
off for the final 25 laps Leaking water 
may have slowed him in the final laps. 


"When James slowed, I thought I'd 
just bring it home,” said Andretti. 
“There was no way I could win with the 
left front tire giving me trouble. I didn’t 
try to save anything, by that I mean if 
my engine blew, it blew. I had no idea 
why James slowed.” 
Hunt, in turn, said he had no idea 
Andretti was closing so quickly. 


“The road dried almost completely 
toward the end, so I steered to the wet 
areas to save my rain tires. I eased up 
when I saw Andretti easing. He caught 
me asleep There was only one lap to go 
when I realized Mario was catching up.”

FBI joins in hunt 
for $1 million gems 


NEW YORK (UPD - The 
FBI has joined New York City 
police in the hunt for more than

The spokesm an said the 
bureau also is searching for 
$300,000 worth of stones Man­ 
hattan gem dealer Abraham 
Shafizadeh. 31, was carrying 
with him when he left on a trip 
to Puerto Rico last July 28. The 


31-year-old Shafizadeh has not 
been seen since. 
The spokesm an th a t the 
bureau also is involved in the 
case of Haskell Kronenberg. a 
diam ond salesm an for the 
Manhattan firm of Leon Frich. 
Kronenberg was shot and killed 
Sept. 1 while carrying an un­ 
known amount of diamonds in 
Key Largo. Fla. 


Florida police are investigat­ 
ing his death while the FBI is 
searching for the diamonds he 
was carrying. 


According to the spokesman, 
the FBI is required to in­ 
vestigate any theft of property 
valued at more than $50,000 
when it is likely that the stolen 
goods will be sold across state 
lines.

They called on farm ers to 
spread their message across 
the country and especially to 
Washington. D C. 
"W e’ve gotta get hold of the 
Department of Agriculture,” 
said George Boucher, Ravenna, 
farm strike manager in Nebras­ 
ka. "President Carter said he 
used to cuss the president and 
the secretary of agriculture 
when he was a farm er, so that 
gives us a license to raise a lit­ 
tle hell."

The governor, signed the 
m easures Sunday — the consti­ 
tutional deadline for approv­ 
ing b ills p a s s e d by th e 
legislature this session. 
The senior c itiz en s’ tax 
deferral bill implements a con­ 
stitutional am endment passed 
by the voters in 1976 and is in- 
te n d e d to h e lp e l d e r ly 
homeowners, many of them on 
fixed incomes, with escalating 
property taxes. 
Provisions of the measure 
(AB1070) by A ssem blym an 
Fred Chel, D-Long Beach, were 
included in m ajor property tax 
relief plans twice defeated by 
the Senate this year. 
The bill allows persons at 
least 62 years old with an in­ 
come $20,000 or less and at least 
20 per cent equity in their home 
to postpone their property taxes 
until either they die or sell their 
homes. 
The deferred taxes would be 
paid by the state with interest. 
When the property is sold, the 
back taxes plus interest would

The F.D.A. at work 


In 1975, the Food and Drug 
Adm inistration issued an 
order approving for sale a 
plastic soft drink container. 
Coca-Cola was to be the chief 
buyer and user of the bottles, 
made by Monsanto Corpora­ 
tion. 


After some 2Vi years of con- 
trovery, the F.D.A. has halted 
as a health risk the use of the 
plastic bottle which probably 
would have been selling by the 
billions in several years. Tlie 
b o ttle s w ere being te s t 
marketed by Coca-Cola in the 
east under the name Cycle- 
Safe. Monsanto, for its part, 
has an inventory of more than 
15 million unsold bottles and a 
reported loss of up to $60 
million. 


The reason for the F.D.A. 
reversal apparently w as 
centered on an argument 
p o s e d 
by 
the 
N a t u r a l 
Resources Defense Council 
that by 1980, the plastic con­ 
tainers would be selling at a 
rate of more than 10 billion a 


year if not stopped, causing 
irreversible 
environmental 
contamination if buried or 
burned. Monsanto had claimed 
the containers would be dis­ 
posed of safely through a 
recycling program. 
We are certainly sensitive to 
the possibilities of health and 
environmental contamination 
by plastic containers of all 
kinds, and to that extent are 
gratified to see the F.D.A. 
take this stand, if rather 
belated. On the other hand, we 
think the manner in which the 
m atter has been handled 
should call into question the 
o p e r a t i o n a l 
t e c h n i q u e s 
employed by the F.D.A. in its 
product investigations proces­ 
ses. 
Time and again we have 
seen products called from the 
market by the F.D.A. after it 
has previously approved their 
marketability. The revocation 
of plastic soda containers cost 
Monsanto $60 million in sales, 
not to mention the research 
and development costs in- 


volved in the process. And we 
very much doubt whether 
Monsanto would ever have 
gone ahead with the produc­ 
tion of their container had they 
not first received the go-ahead 
from the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. We don’t feel the 
responsibility for this false 
start rests with Monsanto, but 
with the F.D.A., and would 
hope restitution for at least a 
portion of the R and D as well 
as the $60 million inventory 
would be forthcoming. 


The feds, at some point, 
have got to get their act 
together so that sufficient 
product investigation is done 
prior to giving the stamp of ap­ 
proval. This continuing lack of 
foresight has to be very 
frustrating for industry, sheds 
too much light on the inep­ 
titudes of this bureaucracy 
called federal government, 
and costs way too much money 
for the taxpayer to continue 
shouldering an unwanted and 
unnecessary burden.

Contaminated Ex-Lax withheld 


WASHINGTON - Large amounts of 
Ex-Lax. the popular laxative, have been 
secretly withheld from the market 
because they have been contaminated by 
the toxic chemical PBB. 
Federal in­ 
vestigators suspect that a number of 
other food and drug products also may 
have been contaminated. 
The Food and Drug 
Administration has 
launched a confiden­ 
tial investigation into 
the 
contam ination 
threat and some of the 
companies involved 
may be referred for 
criminal prosecution, 
according to informed 
sources. 
Meanwhile, 
inspectors are analyz­ 
ing dozens of other 
product samples for 
possible PBB con­ 
tamination. 
The amount of PBB discovered so far 
does not represent a serious public 
health problem, our sources maintain. 
But investigators believe it is likely that 
the highly toxic chemical has spread to 
other foods and drugs. 
The problem first surfaced in June, 
when Environmental Protection Agency 
officials in New Jersey and New York 
discovered PBB in soil, water, fish and 
even human hair samples from barber 
shop floors. This was the first time that 
PBB has been found outside of Michigan 
where thousands of pounds were ac­ 
cidentally mixed with cattle feed, con­ 
taminating much of the state’s meat and 
dairy products. 


The discovery prompted Rep Andrew 
Maguire, D-N.J.. to ask the Food and 
Drug Administration to inspect the 
plants that were processing PBB in his 
state. 
The inspectors found that 
Fluidized Processing, Inc., of Newark 
was processing drug products through 
the same equipment it used to produce 
the flame retardant PBB. 


The inspectors exam ined three 
batches of a chemical the company was 
processing for the Ex-Lax Company. No 
trace of PBB was found in the samples 
before they were processed, but all three 
samples contained PBB after being run 
through the machinery. 


The inspectors recommended that the 
three batches, which amount to about 
18.000 pounds, be seized by the FDA In 
the meantime, they are being voluntari­ 
ly withheld by Ex-Lax. our sources say. 
But the president of Ex-Lax, Robert 
Howell, denied to our associate Howie 
Kurtz that PBB has been found in any of 
his products. “I've heard of no batches 
being contaminated.” he said. 
“It 
sounds like a wild rumor to me.” 
Yet inside sources report that FDA is

working closely with his company. For 
example. FDA has given Ex-Lax a 
method to determine whether any 
finished batches of laxatives, processed 
by Fluidized. contained PBB 
And the 
general 
manager of Fluidized, Hank 
Jacobowski. told us that Ex-Lax officials 
have visited his plant to examine the 
data. 
FDA inspectors informed Jacobowski. 
he confirmed, that PBB has con­ 
taminated the material used in lax­ 
atives. He insisted, however, that PBB 
‘‘was never run on the same day as other 
products. Any contamination is almost 
improbable. We have taken all precau­ 
tions for this reason ” 
He added that 
state health inspectors also failed to find 
any contamination 
But the FDA finds it unacceptable to 
use the same machinery for both 
products because residues of PBB can be 
left behind on the equipment. 
The 
agency will 
recommend criminal 
prosecution of Fluidized and the drug 
companies involved if it determines that 
the firms were negligent. 
An FDA spokesman refused to com­ 
ment on the case because of the ongoing 
investigation. 
But our sources say a 
decision on whether to seize other foods 
and drugs processed at Fluidized is 
awaiting the outcome of further tests 
The agency is also considering 
safeguards to prevent such contamina­ 
tion in the future 
Meanwhile, hundreds of Michigan resi­ 
dents found to have PBB in their blood 
have suffered from headaches, fatigue, 
sleep disorders and other ailments. 
BEIRUT CONNECTION: 
We have 
warned repeatedly that the United States 
is losing the war against drugs, which un­ 
dermine morals and breed crime. 
The latest injection of heroin into the 
U.S. bloodstreams, surprisingly, comes 
from wartorn Lebanon 
Under cover of 


the civil war. the drug smugglers have 
developed a Beirut connection. 
The ragged farmers of Lebanon’s hill 
country are now growing opium. It is 
marketed bv a multi-million-dollar drug 
ring, which includes a West German auto 
heiress and a millionaire West German 
playboy. 
The smugglers have ties that 
reach across the Atlantic into the 
presidency of a Latin American country 
House Narcotics Chairman Lester 
Wolff. D-N Y . has traced the heroin flow 
from Lebanon into Latin America, where 
it is transshipped to the United States. 
This is a recent development. Opium 
production used to be sparse in Lebanon 
The best grades of heroin came out of 
Turkey, whose hills used to be carpeted 
with the poppies that produce opium. 
But lately Turkey has brought its opium 
production largeiy under control. Most 
of its opium production is now channeled 
into legitimate morphine and codeine 
markets 
The drug traffickers, therefore, have 
turned to Lebanon whose police and 
military are still too disorganized to 
cope with the problem 
U S authorities 
have secretly approached Syria, whose 
armies oversee the uneasy Lebanese 
truce, about curbing the opium produc­ 
tion 
But the Syrians have their hands 
full keeping the peace. 
U.S. officials on the scene have recom­ 
mended. therefore, that Washington help 
build up the Lebanese national army to 
combat the drug smugglers. 
Footnote 
In a cable intended for of­ 
ficial eyes only, the State Department 
has directed its embassies to coordinate 
anti-narcotics activities 
This may ap­ 
pear to be an effort to crack down on the 
smugglers 
But our sources say it is 
more likely to entangle the dedicated 
Drug Enforcement Administration of­ 
ficers overseas in State Department red 
tape.

On the Right by William F. Buckley Jr. 


I wish to atone for what I now conceive 
as a misjudgment. namely my public 
support of that provision in the federal 
wage increase package last January 
which forbids members of Congress 
from earning more than $8,000 per year 
from extra-curricular activity. Oh, the 
rationale sang sweetly to the ear. And, 
indeed, there was a 
philanthropic 
inten­ 
tion: 
salaries at the 
h ig h est le v e ls of 
government were just 
too low. and it was 
becoming increasingly 
difficult to attract 
ascetic types who had 
obligations to their 
families to give them 
the kind of education 
and shelter which are 
not a v a ila b le in 
W ashington at 44 
grand before taxes. The practice, as we 
all know, had been for the most 
energetic congressmen and senators to 
eke out their living by doing other things. 
Under the new law. they will be 
limited to earning 15 per cent beyond 
their current salaries (they were raised 
to $57,500) through extra-legislative ac­ 
tivities. I think this wrong both in terms 
of what it does to congressmen, and what 
it denies congressmen the right to do for 
others. 
The subject came up during a recent 
lecture trip when I learned from my 
hosts that it had become increasingly dif­ 
ficult to engage the services of in­ 
teresting congressmen or senators to 
speak. The reason was obvious: after 
earning $8.000. a congressman may earn 
no more. He faces the alternative of go­ 
ing to Northwest Louisiana University to 
give a speech on his current preoccupa­ 
tions — or staying home. 
It is the 
planted axiom of the ethics committee’s 
bill that, staying at home, the congres­ 
sman will devote the time he would 
otherwise spend talking to students and 
citizens at Natchitoches (La.) re-reading 
the Federalist Papers, or studying up 
more carefully for tomorrow’s commit­ 
tee meeting. 
This does not. of course, follow. All 
that is absolutely known about the ef­ 
fects of the interdiction is that a ) the stu­ 
dents will not get a chance to hear and 
question Senator Smith; b) Senator 
Smith will not get a chance to hear the 
questions of the students; c) Senator 
Smith will be deprived of $1,000 of in­ 
come (assume that the fee is $2.000): and 
d) the taxpayers will be deprived of a 
thousand dollars of income. 


My mistake 


(That last point, by the way, is 
ironically relevant in respect of high- 
earning congressmen or public servants 
on the order of Patrick Moynihan, John 
Kenneth Galbraith, or all those congres­ 
smen who used to practice law: in many 
cases, by their extra-curricular ac­ 
tivities they returned to the governments 
sums of money in excess of that paid 
them for their work in government. In a 
way. the republic was getting their ser­ 
vices for nothing.) 
In opposing the ethics committee bill, 
Senator James Buckley argued last 
December that it was objectionable on 
several grounds. For one thing it con­ 
stituted a pre-emption of a property 
right. 
It is by no means obvious that 
anyone can contract for all of someone’s 
services — there is an unhealthy feel to 
such a Faustian contract. For another. 
Senator Buckley felt that the measure 
failed lazily to confront the relevant dis­ 
tinctions It is one thing to frown on the 
senator who sits on the Maritime Com­ 
mittee and is offered a large fee to give a 
speech to the Seafarers’ Union. 
It is 
another to serve on the Maritime Com- 


mittee and appear as a lecturer at a 
series sponsored by Northwest Louisiana 
State College. 
Senator Buckley’s successor, Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan. opened the floodgates 
on his tumultuous emotions when his 
colleague Senator Adlai Stevenson 
proposed that excess campaign funds 
should not be permitted to be used for of­ 
fice expenses. The Stevens proposal was 
defeated, but not before Senator 
Moynihan had railed against the senate 
for desiring to make a “pauper” out of 
him. having already, earlier in the year, 
stripped him of an earning capacity as a 
lecturer that had fetched him $150.000 
during his last year as a free agent. A 
poetic fine, perhaps, for depriving the 
nation of the services of his distinguished 
predecessor. 
In the last analysis, there is no sub­ 
stitute for giving public servants the 
right to make their own decisions — and 
then spotlighting those decisions so that 
their ethical adequacy can be evaluated 
by their constituents. One fears, looking 
back on it, that unpleasant motives 
figured in the devising of the bill

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Since all 
great drama is drenched in irony, it 
seems only fitting that the fate of Presi­ 
dent Carter’s proposed Panama Canal 
treaties should rest in large measure 
with a man who wants his job in 1900: 
Senate Minority Leader Howard H. 
Baker Jr. 


Administration of­ 
ficials readily concede 
that no one, apart 
from Majority Leader 
Robert C. Byrd, will 
have as much in­ 
fluence as Baker on 
the outcome of the 
treaty ratification bat­ 
tle in the Senate. 
To reach the two- 
thirds 
m a j o r it y 
required, Carter is go­ 
ing to need a sizable 
number of Republican 
votes—and not just from GOP liberals. 
“If Baker goes against the treaty, an aw­ 
ful lot of his colleagues can take cover 
behind his decision and vote ‘no’ to 
please their constituents,” one State 
Department source said.

Hie Soviet Union is really very upset 
over the widespread alcoholism in their 
country and it is a matter of much 
debate.

If Baker, on the other hand, chooses to 
support the treaty, he can probably sw­ 
ing at least three or four wavering 
Republican senators with him—and 
every vote is going to count in this fight. 
From a political standpoint. Baker’s 
situation is fraught with both danger and 
opportunity. Conservative foes of the 
treaty have already singled him out for 
special pressure, running huge adver­ 
tisements in Tennessee newspapers 
proclaiming: “Senator Baker Alone Can 
Save the Panama Canal.” 
Baker is up for re-election next year, 
and he is not impervious to the massive 
opposition to the treaty in his home 
state. As of Sept. 20, hie had received 
6,200 letters on the canal issue — and 
6,000 came from people opposed to the 
treaties. 
But the GOP leader is in no real 
political danger in Tennessee. He could 
almost certainly ride out any storm at 
home which might follow a pro-treaty 
vote. 
His most painful problem is in gauging 
the long-term effects of the canal issue 
on his presidential aspirations. In the 
past. Baker has deliberately avoided 
identification with either ideological 
wing of the GOP, cultivating the image 
of a moderate pragmatist. 
On this issue, however, there is no 
middle ground. GOP conservatives will 
neither forgive nor forget any 
Republican who casts his vote in favor of 
Carter’s treaties And the conservatives 
play a disproportionately heavy role in 
choosing GOP presidential nominees 
On the other hand, Baker’s attrac­ 
tiveness as a centrist politician with a 
broad appeal across ideological and par­ 
tisan lines could be severely marred by 
an alliance with the right wing on such 
an emotional issue. 
And if, by chance, he votes against the 
treaty and violence erupts in the Canal 
Zone following a Senate rejection of the 
pact, Baker might as well kiss the White 
House goodbye. 
For now, Baker plans to keep his own 
counsel and to use the Foreign Relations 
Committee hearings as a shownng for 
trotting foes and advocates of the 
treaties through fair pace». 
As minority leader, he has hired two 
special consultants to prepare detailed 
briefs for and against the treaties and to 
coach him on questions that should be 
asked during his hearings. William 
Rogers, former assistant secretary of 
State for Latin America, is shaping the 
case for the treaties; Georgetown 
University scholar Roger Montaine is 
drafting the arguments against ratifica­ 
tion. 
Baker will also present his own list of 
suggested witnesses to com mittee 
Chairman John Sparkman, D-Ala., and 
is likely to raise a very public stink if 
committee leaders try to restrict the 
scope and duration of the hearings. 
At the White House and State Depart­ 
ment, treaty advocates are hoping the 
committee hearings will serve as a 
consciousness-raising exefeise for the 
American public. But in the hearing 
room itself, administration witnesses 
will be directing their pitch primarily at 
Baker. The senator has a lot of questions 
ready for them; the fate of the canal 
treaties may well depend on how he 
grades the answers to those questions. 
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
